RESOLUTION 


New Delhi, the 24th March 1949 
NO . 25 /46 / 48- Ests . In exercise of the powers . confer 
red by sub -section (2 ) of section 241, section 247, and 
sub - section (3 ) of section 266 of the Government of India 
Act , 1935 , the Governor -General is pleased to make the 
following Rules , namely :- 

1 . (1 ) These Rules may be called the Civil Services 
(Safeguarding of National Security ) Rules, 1949 . 

(2 ) They apply to all persons serving in connection with 
the affairs of the Dominion whose conditions of service are 
regulated by the Governor-General or the Governor of a 
Province under section 247 of the Government of India, 
Act, 1935 , or by the Governor -General or any person au - 
thorised by him under sub -section (2) of section 241 of that 
Act . 
2 . In these Rules.- -- 
( a ) “ Government servant means any person to whom 

these Rules apply ; 
(b ) " head of a department" means any authority who 

is the head of a department for the purposes of 

the Supplementary Rules ; and 
( c) " the competent authority " means 
(i) in relation to a Government servant appointed 

by a head of a department or by an authority 
subordinate to a head of a department, that 

head of a department ; and 
(ii) in relation to any other Government servant , 

the Governor -General. 
3 . A Government servant who , in the opinion of the 
competent authority , is engaged in or is reasonably sus 
pected to be engaged in subversive activities or is associa 
ted with others in subversive activities in such a manner 
as to raise doubts about his reliability, may be compul 
sorily retired from service : 

Provided that a Government servant shall not be so re 
tired , unless the competent authority is satisfied that his 
retention in the public service is prejudicial to national 
security , and unless , where the competent authority is a 
head of a department, the prior approval of the Governor 
General has been obtained . 

4 . Where , in the opinion of the competent authority , 
there are reasonable grounds for believing that a Govern 
ment servant is liable to compulsory retirement under 
rule 3 , it shall 
(a ) by order in writing , require the Government ser 

vant to proceed on such leave as may be admissi 
ble to him and from such date as may be speci- 
fied in the order ;
